We assumed 
not the post of a ‘‘teacher’’ in beeology, although 
we do know a bee from a hornet, and a drone 
from a worker. We have metely stated our 
doubts, our belief, and our opinion. Perhaps 
we have been presumptuous in so doing, without 
begging brother Miner’s permission in a matter 
on which he professes to be so well posted up. 
It isa way we have up East here, to strive to 
make up an opinion from observation of facts, 
and to express that opinion freely and frankly, 
and we do not feel disposed to yield that right

| Srrixc Beer. The following isa receipt for 
“first rate strengthening beer,’’ for family use ; 
‘and if it does not make a very delicious beverage, 
it will produce one that has probably more bark 
than bite: Take 4 oz. Orange peel, § oz. Virginia 
snake root, and 1 oz Peruvian bark—put these 
|into 6 quarts water, and boil the same down to 
4 quarts. Add 1 pint molasses, and} pint yeast. 
Let it stead about 20 houre—then strain and 
bottle for use. 
| Fxy Porson wirnovr Arsenic. The following 
preparation is much used in Europe for the 
| destruction of flies: Quassia, eight parts ; water, 
|five hundred parts; molasses, one hundred and 
‘twenty-five parts. Boil the quassia and water 
ten minutes ; strain and add the molasses. The 
‘preparation can easily be made by any one. 
Flies are attracted by this and soon killed. 
Waru Caxr. Take two quarts of warm 
‘water, a gill of good hop yeast, make a thick 
hatter, let it stand in a warm place to rise ; set 
it away. It will be fit for use the next day. 
Take a pint for one tinful ; a teaspoonful of soda; 
half the quantity of shortening that is required 
for sour milk; mould it into small biscuits— 
lean be baked immediately or let rise. Put 
‘some more warm water to the sponge that is

The ‘‘evidence’’ that the ‘‘queen’’ is a queen, 
lies in this fact, which thousands of apiarians 
know to be true—that it is impossible to cause 
a swarm of bees to remain in their hive, under | 
any circumstances, without a gueen, and that) 
many swarms have propagated their species 
rapidly, without a single drone among them— 
that the queen has often, and may be seen by 
any person, to deposit her eggs inrapid succes- 
sion in the cells, when the bees are placed in an 
‘‘observatory’’ hive, with a single sheet of comb. 

The Doctor says :—‘*We want more evidence 
to convince us that the killing of drones by 
workers in the fall isa matter of malice, or 
calculation.’ We verily believe, Doctor, that 
you never owned a family of bees, nor studied 
their nature at all, or you wonld not talk thus. 

The drones are not killed in the ‘‘fail’’ but in 
July, and August, according to latitude, and 
when you have seen, as all apiarians do see, a 
systematic destruction of the drones take place 
in a hundred families at the same time, and on 
the same day, when no such slaughter was go- 
ing on the day previous, you will be convinced 
that the work is one of ‘‘calculation.”’ 

‘Do not the drones begin to die off as many 
other species of insects do, after having per- 
formed their duties of laying eggs?’’ This 
question would not excite our surprise, had it 
been asked by a man who professed to have no 
knowledge of the subject at all; but from Dr. 
Holmes, we are, indeed, astonished. He fur- 
thermore thinks that the annual killing of the 
drones by the workers, may be nothing more 
than the seizing of those that are dying a nat- 
ural death, ‘‘before they are quite dead, or 
cease to struggle !"’ and that all apiarians, from 
Huber down to this date, have made a great 
mistake, and what they have seen in years of 
close examination, is an ‘‘optical illusion!” 
Verily doctor, you should ‘‘write a book” as soon 
as possible, and enlighten us in the ‘‘dark days” 
of bee culture. 

Now, Doctor, we call on you in behalf of the 
bee-keepers of the United States, to give us the 
details of your ‘‘observations that have convinc- 
ed you that drones are females.’’ You have 
boldy attempted to undermine the facts that 
apiarians have adduced to the world of ages, and 
we demand that you ‘‘show your hand ;”’ or for- 
ever hereafter remain silent—or till you have 
taken a few lessons on the subject.

Some of it is made up of proba- 
bilities, and some parts of it are pleasing ro- 
mance, and he well knew that it was romance 
when he wrote it, for he is not a fool by ‘‘a long 
chalk.’”” What troubles him in the hints and 
queries we made in this matter, is the fear that 
if on examination, they should be substantiated, 
the pleasant dreams on his book would be brok- 
en up, and the sale of it injured. 

This would make him sick, but as he in his 
good nature, believes that we are somewhat ac- 
quainted with ‘‘the theory and practice of medi- 
cine,’’ we will venture to prescribe an allopathic 
dose of ‘‘resignation to the truth,’ and that he 
get out a new edition conformable to demon- 
strated facts.

SEED CORN. 

Mr. Eprror :—I noticed in the Farmer of 
September 13th, 1853, an account of some one 
that had an early kind of seed corn, and thought 
at the time I would write a short chapter of my | 
experience in raising corn. I usually planted | 
the old fashioned eight rowed corn until about 

the year 1836, at that time I was at Mercer, 

and saw some corn in a chamber that I liked the 

looks of ; it was very sound and handsome, 12 
rowed, some 14, and some as high as 16 rowed. 

I bought a few ears, and the next spring I plant- 
ed them and some 8 rowed; in the fall I found 
my corn that grew from the seed that I got at 
Mercer 14 days later than that [had usually 
planted. I concluded to pick my seed in the 
field from the seed I obtained at Mercer,—took 
the most forward ears, and have continued to 
pick my seed in the field every year since. Last 
spring I planted my corn the 25th day of May, 
the 27th day of August I picked my seed, the 
Ist day of September I began to cut my corn. 
About every ear was ripe and sound. I put 
it intojshocks, and ina few days I husked it; 
finished the 19th of September. In 1846 I 
planted it on a piece of land that was naturally 
wet, and it was a very wet spring. I could not 
plant my corn until the 10th day of June. I 
thought I should raise sound corn as my neigh- 
bors that planted on dryer land than mine the 
25th of May, and I was not disappointed. I 
had good ripe corn. The next spring I planted 
my corn the 6th of June, upon a wet piece of 
land. It was a wet season in the spring, (and 
[ always plant my corn on my wet land and my 
potatoes ondry land.) I raised good ripe corn, 
and last spring I furnished seed corn for a num- 
ber of farmers until [ had spared all that was 
picked in the field and tressed ; I then furnished 
one man with a bushel of ears that was in the 
crib all winter, and another with three pecks of 
ears from the same crib. I was told that the 
seed ali came up; if it had not been perfectly 





We trust the farmers of Maine will improve prevails. One side of an apple touched with 


this, will be black, and scabby, and open, with 
two or three large cracks, while the other side 
of the same apple will continue to grow and be 
fair and handsome. In some instances I have 
known the entire fruit of a tree to be covered 
with this black malady, the fruit of all Sizes, 


from that of musket balls to that of hen’s eggs 
with the exception of perne 


ps two ur vhree 
near the ends of limbs, which were stretched 
away off remote from the body of the tree ; 
these would be large, fair and handsome, show- 
ing what the others would have been if they 
could have had their own way about it. For 
the last seven or eight years I have had apples 
enough in number, if unmolested by this dis- 
ease, to amount to some 600 bushels to the year, 
on an average, of good ones, and instead of that 
we get about 150 bushels, and two-thirds of 
them hardly fit for the hogs to eat. Sometimes 
I have seen something of this on the leaves of 
trees about the time when it attacks the fruit. 
Be the trees old or young, seedlings as you call 
them, or engrafted, large or small, growing 
vigorously or not, whether the land on which 
they grow be rich or poor, it matters not, the 
disease shows no regard to any of these things. 
I have sometimes had the ground in tillage, but 
it is afl the same thing to the fruit. It may be 
well to state that I have taken great pains to 
keep my trees in good condition, but it is close 
by the side of an older orchard, which is allow- 
ed for the most part to take care of itself, and 
yet I believe, that in relation to this disease of 
which I have been writing, mine fares the worst. 
And now, my dear sir, if you would let me 
‘know what this disease is, or rather, what will 
cure it, I should be willing the first opportunity 
to give you my vote,—no, that will not do, our 
laws, I believe, do not allow us to vote for any 
man from whom we have ever received, or have 
any prospect of ever receiving any valuable con- 
sideration. At any rate, I might well afford to 
give any man my entire crop of apples for a num- 
ber of years, who will prescribe some practicable 
method of removing the curse which afflicts 
them. I have consulted some authors and made 
a great many inquiries in vain. Ihave been 
strongly tempted to do in this case, what phy- 
sicians are sometimes accused of doing, when a 
disorder in animal or vegetable life cannot other- 
wise be cured, the death of the patient is always 
sure to do it.

If one has the misfortune to have a carpet in- 
jured by whitewash, this will immediately re- 
store it. 

Inx ror Sreet Pens. Take twenty pounds of 
the best Campeachy logwood, and boil it down 
fer three hours in one gallon of water, taking 
care to add enough during evaporation, so as to 
have one gallon of liquor after boiling. Into 
this, dissolve 12 oz. of the chromate of potassa, 
and stir well. It should then be bottled up for 
use. It does not require gum to hold any sedi- 
ment in solution—fur there is none—like the 
common inks, made with the sulphate of iron, 
logwood and galls, or sumac. As there is no 
acid in this ink, it is the very writing fluid re- 
quired for steel pens. [Scientific American.

A New Use ror Cottopion. Cotton-powder, 
dissolved in ether, forms a varnish which sticks 
fast, dries quickly, is impermeable to water, and 
impenetrable to air; it is called collodion, and 
is much used in surgical cases. A gardener 
has just discovered that it may be made of vast 
utilfty in producing plants and shrubs from cut- 
tings. On making the cutting, the varnish is 
applied to the part cut, which immediately be- 
comes closed, or, so to speak, healed. The cut- 
ting is then planted in the ordinary way. Out 
of twenty-six cuttings of hot house plants to 
which collodion was applied, twenty-three struck 
root, whereas out of the same number to which 
it was not applied, only twelve succeeded. 
With plants kept in greenhouses, and in those 
in the open air, even more satisfactory results 
have been obtained. The collodion may also be 
most advantageously employed in grafting. 





New Parent ror Maxine Nans. There has 
recently been invented and put into operation 
in this city a new machine for making cut nails, 
the great peculiarity of which is that it is self- 
feeding, and will manufacture in a given time 
nearly, if not quite, as many again nails as any 
other process, and that one man, (as it is claim- 
ed) with the assistance of a boy, will operate 
ten machines. There is also a great saving in 
iron, there being only a waste of about a quarter 
of an inch in ten feet, which is the length of 
the piece of iron placed in the machine ata 
time. It has been shown that one machine will 
manufacture from three hundred to three hun- 
dred and fifty nails per minute. [Troy Whig. 


Luuser Operations. The amount of Lumber 
cut in Maine the past winter is thought by ex- 
perienced operators to be from one fourth to 
one third less than an average amount for the 
last few years. The deficiency is owing to several 
causes. The high price of supplies and labor, 
the lateness of the season, when operations were 
commenced, the difficulty in carrying supplies 
and the severe and blocking snows, all had an 
influence in lessening the aggregate amount of 
lumber cut. There is but very little seasoned 
lumber now on hand, and this scarcity, together 
with the comparatively small amount to be 
brought to market, mnst have a tendency to 
keep prices high. 

Onrons. It is perhaps unknown, to many of 
our readers, that the onion is one of the most 
nutritious of roots, containing when dried, from 
twenty-five to thirty per eent. of gluten. It is 
a great staple of life in Spain and Portugal. 
Onions are not a relish merely, to the Spaniard, 
for they help materially to sustain his strength, 
and add beyond what their bulk would suggest, 
to the amount of nourishment which his ample 


meal supplies. 
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OUR COMMON SCHOOLS. 

One of the most important of human institu- 
tions in the world, is our common schools. In 
these the future character of the nation is form- 
ed. Here are laid the foundations of our pub- 
lic prosperity and strength, or public adversity 
and weakness. This must appear evident to every 
one, when he considers that in this institution 
every child, in New England at least, is to be edu- 
cated, and, as the child is taught, such will be the 
man. The child is entrusted to the teacher by 
his parents. His mind, in one sense, isa blank, 
but easily impressible, and the impressions here 
made are lasting as life. If it be taught right, 
it will be likely to continue in the right during 
its life. If taught wrong, it will be likely to 
remain wrong, or turned from error only by 
great labor, and much loss of time and patience 
to all concerned. 

To the worthy, strong-minded pilgrims of 
Plymouth, are we indebted for the establish- 
ment of this invaluable system among us, and 
to it, under God, are we indebted for all that 
New England is, nay, for all that the Nation is, 
for the first rudiments of equality, and justice, 
and universal freedom, which form so distince- 
tive a characteristic of our governmental system 
were inculcated in these schools, the pupils of 
which on being seattered abroad in the land, 
carried them with them, and implanted them 
into our constitution, and indeed throughout our 
governmental business and social relations 

It has always appeared strange to us, that, 
considering what mighty results are dependent 
upon our common schools, they should be so little 
thought of and 80 criminally neglected. There 
seems to be an opinion prevalent among too 
many, that having been established for so many 
years, they can neither be destroyed nor im- 
proved. That they area sort of natural pro- 
duction which will come, and do just so much, 
whether we aid it or not, and therefore it is 
best not to trouble ourselves much about it, 
only get along with the business with as little 
tax upon our labor and purses as possible. Set 
them into operation at a certain time, by the 
usual routine of operations, and turn the children 
in. If they learn well it is a cause of congratu- 
lation, if they do not learn well, it is a matter 
requiring an exercise of christian resignation— 
a matter that cannot be helped and must there- 
fore be borne. Such has been the case in 
Muine. 

Occasionally we have a ‘‘spasm,”’ a fit of en- 
thusiasm in regard to our schools which will call 
up the attention of the people to the subject; but 
hitherto, just as the action thus roused begins 
to be productive of good, some ‘‘malign influ- 
ences,’ some jealous partisanship or other, 
springs up and destroys the organization which 
is developing good results, and puts everything 
again in the back ground. 

This was the case a few years ago. Through 
the long continued and unwearied exertions of 
the friends of education, a Board for the special 
superintendence of our common schools was es- 
tablished by our Legislature. It takes years 
of assiduous labor to organize into systematic 
action, such an institution. This board, after 
several years work of the kind alluded to, began 
to have a favorable influence, not only at home 
but abroad. Our schools were becothing better 
organized, the arrangements of studies were 
becoming more systematic, and the exercise 
productive of more benefit to all concerned. 
Many of our old school houses were being re- 
modelled, and when new ones were built, they 
assumed a form, and were supplied with fixtures 
infinitely superior to those of former days. All 
was proceeding on well and encouragingly, when 
lo! the cleven foot of party jealousy was reared, 
and the whole system kicked over, with an expe- 
dition equalled only by its malignant folly. 

An inefficient system followed, and our schools 
have been on the retrograde march ever since. 
By dint of much perseverance during the last 
session of the Legislature, another law was 
passed which may remedy, in some degree, the 
troubles which now press upon our common 
school system. 

The law passed for this purpose is not what 
its friends would be glad to have, but it was 
the best they could get. We hope it will con- 
tinue long enough to have a fair trial. 

The Board of Education has not been rein- 
stated, but a superintendent is to be appointed 
by the Governor to continue in office for three 
years. His duties are similar to those of the 
former Secretary tothe Board. Teachers’ Insti- 
tutes, or conventions as they are called, are to 
be held annually in each county. 

We have published the public laws passed 
last winter, and sent a copy to each subscriber, 
and although this law was among them, as it is 
one of great importance, we take the liberty 
to call your attention to it in particular, and 
again present it to you for attentive perusal. 


An Act to provide for the appointment of a super- 
intendent of common schools, and for county conven- 
tions of teachers. 

Sec. 1. There shall be appointed by the governor 
and council, a superintendent of c schools, 
who shall be duly sworn, and whose term of office 
shall continue for three years from the first of May 
next; and on the expiration of said term, or the oc- 
currence of a vacancy in said office by vacancy or re- 
moval, a new appointment shall be made for a like 
term of three years. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the superintendent 
to devote his time to the improvement of common 
schools and the promotion of the general interests of 
education in this State. He shall carefully investi- 
gate the operation of our school laws; collect infor- 
mation in regard to the arrangement of school dis- 
tricts, the location and construction of school houses 
and the use of the best school apparatus; consult and 
advise with superintending school committees, >n the 
selection of text books adapted to the wants of 
schools, and on the methods of ascertaining the 
qualifications of teachers, and of visiting and ex- 
amining schools, enquire into the most approved 
modes of teaching, and the best means of training 
and qualifying teachers fur their duties; examine 
the returns made by superintending school committees 
to the office of the Secretary of State, and obtain 
from them such facts and statistics as may be useful, 
and in general, procure information from every 
available source for the improvement of common 
schools. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the superintond- 
ent, by correspondence with teachers, school officers 
and others, and by public addresses from time to 
time to time in different parts of the State, to dissem- 
inate the informatiun he may have acquired, and 
endeavor to awaken a more general interest in pub- 
lic education. 

Sec. 4. The superintendent shall annually, prior 
to the session of the le ure, make a report to 
the governor and council of the results of his en- 
— and investigations, and of the facts obtained 

rom the school returns, includimg such suggestions 
and recommendations asin his judgment will best 
promote the improvement of common schools. 

Sec. 5. The superintendent shall recive an annual 
salary of twelve hundred dollars, payable quarterly; 
and be shall render an account of his travelling and 
other necessary expenses to the governor and council, 
to be by them audited and paid out of the treasury of 
the State. 

Sec. 6. The superintendent shall pre 
forms for all returns which are required law, or 
which he may deem necessary to be made by school 
officers and teachers; and such blank forms shall be 
printed and distributed by the Secretary of State. 
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tees, whose annual reports shall be printed, to for- 
ent. 

Sec. 8. The y re rem brs hold eeesele 
in cach county, a teachers’ convention, to continue in 
session one week at least, and it shall be his duty to 
give due notice of such pty - = ae 
and persons proposing to e such, an nv 
their attendance for the purpose of mutual consulta- 
tion, discussion and instruction; and for that of re- 
ceiving lectures and on subjects relating to 
education and the duties of teachers. 

Sec. 9. The superintendent shall attend and have 
the charge of each convention, and shall employ 
suitable instructors and lecturers to instruct and ad- 
dress those who may there assemble, with the view 
of aiding them in qualifying themselves for a better 
and more successful discharge of their duties as 
teachers. 

Src. 10. For the purpose of defraying the ex- 
pense of the teachers’ conventions, there shall be 
annually appropriated the sum of two thousand dol- 
lars, ah expended by the superintendent, and he 
shall render to the governor and council an annual 
account of his expenditure of said appropriation to 
be by them examined and audited. 

Sec. 11. The act entitled “An Act establishing a 
commissioner of common schools, in each county in 
the State,’”’ passed the twenty-sixth day of April, in 
the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and 
fifty-two, is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 12. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its approval by the governor. 

Approved April 17, 1854.

She was rubbing her nose against 
the manger, frothing at the mouth, and water 
was running out of her eyes. He untied her 
and let her out, but she grew worse very fast.

On opening and examining her, the wind 
pipe was found to be full of a white frothy fluid, 
and some coagulated mucus, which probably 
caused the coughings. The lungs appeared like 
healthy lungs, although the cells were full of 
this frothy matter. The stomach and intestines 
appeared healthy, except the small or fourth 
stomach (Rennet,) which was in‘Jamed, and was 
very tender, so much so that it would tear like 
wet paper. 

How fur this state was connected with the cause 
of the symptoms manifested by the cow, we 
do not know, but it would seem that such a 
state must have been the result of some disease 
acting some time. Yet she had not been seen to 


exhibit any illness until about half an hour; 


befure her death. 


HOW IS WCOL? 

As everything in the market has an “‘upward 
tendency,’’ as the brokers say, it is fair to infer 
that wool ought to rise in proportion to other 
merchandise. Manufacturers however, have 
started the idea that wool must be an exception, 
and instead of rising must fall a peg or two 
from last year’s prices. They assert that the 
cause of this is owing to the great amount of 
woolen cloth that is to be forced into our 
markets at a cheaper rate, from Germany. They 
say the manufacturers in that country, antici- 
pating trouble from the surrounding wars, are 
pushing their goods into sale, and hence wool 
will be reduced in price some ten cents lower, 
than last year. Muay-be so—we shall see what 
we shall see. It is best not to be frightened 
because the Germans are in trouble. It is) 
pretty evident that wool though it may be de-| 
pressed some at first, will be in good demand | 
before fall, and although it may not go beyond | 
the average of prices for the past year, will| 
come up to it before winter. 








CREEPER HENS WANTED. 

Our friend Taber enquires, if we know who 
has any of the short legged fowl, called creeper | 
hens, for sale, as he wishes to obtain some. 

He has an impression that they will not 
scratch in the garden, so badly as other breeds. 
They know how to scratch and will play their 
part pretty well, but they are fools in that 
business to the great Asiatic breeds, such as the 
shanghais, cochins, &c., &c. 

Thes* last have such powerful propellers and 
the Perr rage of their legs isso long and well 
adjusted that when they put their claws into 
the dirt they make it fly like a storm. If they 
could be trained they would be capital opera- 
tives in making excavations on some railroad 
under construction. But the creepers have to 
work at a disadvantage, not having such a 
powerful apparatus to aid their ‘geological 
researches,”’ as the large breeds have.

The ship Currituck, arrived below New 
York Wednesday, 17th inst., had rescued 356 of 
the passengers, officers and crew, of the clipper 
ship Black Hawk, bound from Liverpool for 
New York, which was lost at sea last month. 
The Black Hawk had about 800 souls on board, 
all of whom, it is supposed, were saved by the 
Currituck, Dirigo, and other vessels. 

Counterfeiters Acquitted. Ata recent session 
of the County Court, in Essex County, Canada, 
several negroes were tried for having counterfeit 
bank notes in their possession, and for uttering 
spurious gold dollar pieces. The cases were all 
clearly proved, and yet the prisoners were ac- 
quitted because ‘‘there is no law upon the Cana- 
dian Statute book to punish such crimes.’’ We 
presume there is a law against counterfeiting 
British money, but the money found in the pos- 
session of the prisoners was probably American. 

A New Way of Liberating Slaves. The Rich- 
mond (Va) Inquirer says that a negro slave, 
who was tried at the last Loudon Court on a 
charge of setting fire to a stable, was found guilty 
of the crime, and sentenced to be transported be- 
yond the limits of the United States. 


Cholera at the West. This dreaded disease 
has appeared in various localities on the upper 
Mississippi river, some seventy cases having oc- 
carred between Burlington and Galena within a 
few weeks. A number of persons, principally 
emigrants, have died at Keokuk, Hamilton, Mt. 
Carroll and Freeport. The steamer York State, 
during her passage up the river from St. Louis, 
had four fatal cases on board. 

Slave Emancipation in Cuba. A correspon- 
dent from Havana, writing to the New Orleans 
Delta, asserts positively that in the event of a 
war between the United States and Spain, the 
Captain General has a decree ready to be issued 
at any moment abulishing slavery and arming 
the slaves. Many Europeans, with their families, 
were leaving Havana in anticipation of trouble.

With the exception of the Pirmus, all the 
coasts of Greece are rigidly watched by the 
French and English ships-of-war. Their cruis- 
ers are stationed at Patras, Vanetya, Stylido 
and Negropont. They suffer no vessel to come 
out without sending a searching party on board. 

Pirates are puarming in the Archipelago. 
An English brig had drifted ashore on the Isle 
of Andros. There was no person on board, but 
the cabins were drenched with blood. 

The recently discovered Greek conspiracy, of 
which the Russian emissary, Baron Oeclsner, 
was one of the prime movers, was a formidable 
affair. The plan was to raise a host of some 
60,000 Greek conspirators in various parts of 
Turkey, and at agiven hour they were to put 
their Turkish neighbors to the sword. The 
principal blow was to be struck at Constanti- 
nople. 

Tue Danvse. The Paris Patrie has received 
accounts that the Russian army in the Dobrud- 
scha has suspended its march, in obedience to 
the orders of Prince Paskiewitch. 

It appears that the orders given by the 
Emperor of Russia were, that the Russian army, 
instantly on entering the Dobrudscha, was to

Germany. The Senate of Hamburg has is-

The Paris Moniteur, which may be 
supposed to speak from authority, says that 
the Swedish Government has received very favor- 
ably the Anglo French Declaration of the neu- 
trality of commerce, and that the fullest confi- 
dence is therefore to be placed in the manner in 
which Sweden will understand the duties of neu- 
trality towards the two Powers. 


Greece. Insurgents defeated with a loss of 
100 killed, 120 prisoners, 4 guns and 50 barrels 
of powder. 

Grivas had been defeated near Metzobo, and 
fled to Thessaly with 16 men. 

Disunion prevails among the commanders, 
and despondency in the revolutionary com- 
mittees. & 

The subjects of the Greek Empire had been 
ordered to leave Constantinople, Smyrna, Alex- 
andria and other cities within fifteen days after 
correspondence between Turkey and Greece. 
The measures seems to be generally considered 
harsh, and is severely commented uponin the 
London Times. 

Tas War News. London, May2. An au- 
thentic despatch states that Odessa was bom- 
barded for ten hours by the allied fleets, and 
part of the city laid in ruins. Four gun for- 
tresses were dismantled ; four Russian and one 
Austrian merchant ship were burnt in the har- 
bor. Three British bombarding steamers were 
badly damaged. The attempt of the allies to 
land 18,000 men failed. 

The Russian fleet came out of Sebastopol dur- 
ing the fight and threatened the allied fleet, but 
retired without a battle. 

The Baltic Fleet had been further reinforced, 
and was waiting the arrival of a French Squad- 
ron. Until the latter arrives a British force 
will cruise off the Gulfs of Finland and Both- 
nia. On the 2lst, nineteen ships anchored be- 
fore Stockholm. 

The important position of Silistria is closel 
invested, but a telegraphic despatch of the 26t 
says that up to then the fortress has suffered no 
damage. 

Accounts from Bucharest, April 19, mention 
that Silistria had been hard pressed since the 
14th, and would ere then have fallen, but for 
the determined valor of its defenders, who ex- 
press themselves able to hold out until aid shall 
arrive. The Russians on the contrary, expect 
to reduce the place in a few days. 

The Turks have a strong garrison, but said 
not to be well victualled, or properly supplied 
with ammunition. The ford isin possession of the 
Russians, as are also the intrenchments at the 
junction of the Drichsda. The Russians were 
intending to make an assault on the lst of May, 
with 30,000 men. They have erected 17 heavy 
batteries, under cover of which they will cross 
the river. The passage to Oltentiza is expected 
at the same time. Notwithstanding all these

Up to the 23d Silistria remained undamaged. 

Paskiewitch has ordered the Russians to ad- 
vance no further into the Drobrudscha. 

An important battle was fought on the 25th, 
between the Turks and Greek insurgents. Nola 
was taken by the Turks by assault, in fifty 
minutes. The Greek leaders, Karaistkak and 
Tsavellas, fled. There was considerable slaugh- 
ter. 

The important town of Metzoo has also been 
taken by the Turks, and was afterwards pillaged 
by Albanians. The Greek leader, Griva, fled. 

On the 19th a battle ensued between the 
Turks and Montenegrins at Necshick. The 
Montenegrins were commanded by George Pet- 
rovitch. Hostilities have fairly commenced. 
It is reported that Austria will occupy the prov- 
ince. 

Sir Charles Napier is closely blockading all 
the Baltic ports.

Protection to Bank Nores. A new plan to 
revent alteration of bank notes has just been 
invented by a young gentleman of this city. 
The great inducement for rogues to alter bills, 
is the large portion of the genuine engraving 
which will remain on the note after the altera- 
tion is made, it being necessary for them to su 
ply but a small amount of spurious work in 
place of that which they remove. This plan 
annuls that inducement, as from bills protected 
by it, almost every particle of genuine engrav- 
ing, and both signatures must be erased before 
the counterfeit work can be added. No one will 
attempt to a/ter a bill, if they are first obliged to 
engrave a counterfeit plate. The inventor is 
Mr. Lloyd Glover, agent for the Bank Note 
Engraving House of Danforth, Wright & Co. of 
New York and Boston. This plan is now in 
the hands of the artists, and will soon be ready.

Svear my Louisiana. Mr. P. A. Champonnier 
has published a ‘Statement of sugar crop made 
in Louisiana in 1853-4, with an Appendix.”’ It 
contains a great deal of interesting information 
on the sugar trade in the United States, which 
is exciting much interest just now, in connection 
with the agitation of the subject of the repeal of 
the sngar duties. Mr. Champonnier informs us, 
that the number of sugar-houses in operation 
during the late crop in Louisiana, was 1,437 ; 
that of these, 956 were worked by steam power, 
and rma animal power ; and that their produce 
amounted to 449,324 hogsheads, estimated at 
495,156,000 pounds. Of the whole number of 
hogsheads made, 366,667 were of brown sugar 
made by the old process, and the remaining 82,- 
657 hogsheads of refined, clarified, &c., inctud- 
ing cistern bottoms. The quantity of molasses 
produced is estimated at 31,000,000 gallons.

WAIT TILL YOU FIND A BETTER. 

There are many persons, who, observing how 
fast their neighbors make fortunes, grow dis- 
contented with their own more slender profits. 
Such individuals often change their business in 
consequence, sanguine that a new one will prove 
more lucrative. Generally they are disappoint- 
ed. They do not understand, in truth, the new 
pursuit as well as the old one. Moreover, they 
find that what looked so promising at a distance, 
shows many a drawback on a nearer inspection. 
The wisest plan is to stick to the business one 
| understands, or, at least, to be certain that the 
change will be profitable. In other words, wait 
till you find a better. 

The same advice will apply to those who think 
that by moving to some other locality they may 
have more success. To go to the West, or even 
to California, may be an excellent thing for ma- 
ny persons. But the emigrants must be those 
who are suited for new countries, or privation 
will bring on disease, if not premature death. 
The life of a farmer on a prairie, with no notes 
to pay, and abundance all around, or that of a 
miner, digging up solid lumps of ore, without 
toil or anxiety, appears delightful, when painted 
in words. But the reality is usually a very 
different affair. Don’t be in a hurry, therefore, 
to leave your business here, small as it may be. 
At least be sure what you are doing before you 
make a change. In fine, keep to your present 
pursuit, til] you find a better. 

Govern your intimacies by the same rule. 
Old friends are generally the best. True, they 
may trespass, at times, on your patience, either 
by pushing their claims too far, by interfering 
in your affairs, or by taking undue liberties, as 
old friends, even the best, occasionally will. 
But the chances are, if you make a change, that 
you will not improve matters. The ancient ties, 
like venerable roots, cling closer than new ones, 
and may be relied on, in tempests that would 
tear up their younger rivals. If you are wise, 
you will never throw off a friend, unless for the 
grossest misconduct. Reflect how imperfect, at 
least, is human nature, and wait till you find a 
better. 

In social science also the rule will apply Ev- 
ery new scheme is not necessarily a reform. Nor 
is it always possible, even where an evil is ad- 
mitted, to find an immediate remedy. Visiona- 
ry theorists there are, indeed, who will tell you 
that they have a panacea for every ill of society. 
But examine for yourself before you act, and 
examine thoroughly, not superficially. It is 
easier to injure than to repair, to tear down 
than to build up. Progress is the best of all 
things. But real progress is one thing, simu- 
lated progress quite another. If, therefore, you 
are asked to assist in repealing any law, even 
one partially objectionable, consider well wheth- 
er, on the whole, society will be improved. If 
this is doubtful, be not hasty, but leave the law 
alone—wait till you find a better. 


As there are always men ready to tell you 
that society is out of joint, and that they only 
possess the secret of its cure, so there are others 
who insist that the faith of your fathers is ab- 
surd, if not all religion a delusion. It is the 
cant of the day, among certain shallow think- 
ers, to say that a man of sense will believe 
nothing he cannot understand. Yet most men, 
and invariably those of the greatest intellect, 
believe in eternity, though no human mind can 
really comprehend what has neither beginning 
nor end. But you need no argument for cling- 
ing to your faith. You have never lost a pa- 
rent, a child, or a wife, if you have not found, 
that, in the hour of sorrow, religion is the only 
consolation. All other props give way, that 
alone sustains you. Mere philosophy can do 
nothing for you when death enters your dwell- 
ing. Hold fast, hold fast to your religion, at 
least, trl? you find a better. 

In the thousand exigencies of life, in your re- 
lations to your family, to society, to those you 
do business with, in everything you do, never 
abandon the old familiar way, until you have 
thoroughly explored the new one, and know it 
to be superior. We do not recommend a blind, 
stationary, stubborn, old-world inactivity. But 
neither would we have you rush into error on 











the opposite side. In a word, never abandon 

your present course in a hurry, but observe the 

golden rule of waiting «ill you find a better,
